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In August 1919, the Vorlfufign Konitee der Friedensbewegung (Provisional 
Comittee for a Peace Movement), headed by Dr. Adolf von Hatefeid and 


formed by "est German peace lovers', announced a decision to organize 
2 unified peace movement of all friends of peace in West Germany. Calling 
attention to the peace congresses held in Paris anc New York, the committee 


called for participation in the world peace movement. 


2. The appeal was signed, in addition to von Hatefeld, by several meu known 
to be active in other communist front organizations, among thea De. Manfred 
Hausman, fellomtravelling poet, Dr. Herbert Exlenberc, member of Sonial- 
denokratische Aktion, Vans Ziegler, of Sogialdenokvabiseche Aktion, and 
Dr. Reinhard Strecker, of the Navheim Circle. It called for support, from

persens of all social classes, ail religions and all political parvies. 


3. In January 1950, the organization of the Monitee der Yimpfer fr den 
Frieden (Committee of Fighters for Peace) (KFF) for Western Germany was 
announced, its headquarters to be in Franitfurt/iain, its chief to be 
Dr, von Uatefeld. Other officials are Cerhard Wohirath, secretary, and 
Konrad Frielingheus. The group has offices at Denmplats le (sane building . 
as headquarters of western zone PDI ) and Schweizerstrasse 20, both Pranifurt/ 
Main. 


h. Several days prior to this announcenent, the establishment of a greuo of 
similar coloration was publicized. Identified variously as the 'Abtions~ 
konitee fiir den Frieden'(Action Comaittee for Peace) and 'Kenitee fir den 
Kampf wa den Frieden‘ (Gommittee for the Fight for Peace). its nenbers were 
Rolf Sch&ypner, editor of "Der Notruf", August Kuper, VVN chalman for Hesse 
and nember of the ccuncil of Sozialdemokratisehe Aktion, Sonrad Frielinghaus , 
official of KFE, Herbert Koch, Land chairman Fo, Otte Lichtinzer, APD. 


3. The Komitee der Kampfer filr den frieden, following the establishment of its 
Vest Geran headquarters ‘in Frankfurt, proceeded to organise chapters in 
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other cities of Vestern Germany, among them the following:

ACTIVITIES 


The major activity of FF thus far was a petition catpaipn conducted 
throughout the western zones during April and May and directed against the 
use of atouie weapons. Taken from a declaration of the world congress of 
Fichters for Peace at Stockholn (15-12 March 1555), the text of the petition 
read: 
",e demand an unconditional ban against atomic weapons as weapons 
of aggression and mags “urder, as well as the establishmrent of strici 
international control over the carrying out of this resolution. 


"he will consider as war criminals the leaders of that rovermoent 
Which first uses the atom Lomh against any nation. 


We apveal to all men of food will in the world to sien this resolution."
